SENATE APPROVES 
BILLION AND HALF 
MORE FOR DEFENSE 


$169,4]5,000 Included for 
Work on Naval Bases at 
Sites Acquired From Brit- 
ain, Guam, Samoa, in 
U. S. | 


WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP). 
—The Senate approved today a $1,- 
533,567,102 supplemental defense ap- 
propriation, containing $169,415,000 
for naval works at Guam, Samoa, 
some of the bases acquired from 
Britain and on continental United 
States. 

This action followed Senate ap- 
proval earlier in the day of legis- 
lation approving establishment of 
naval air bases on the sites ac- 
quired from Britain in exchange 
for United States destroyers. 

The Naval Committee said in its 
report that Senate approval of the 
base legislation would have the 
effect of “congressional ratifica- 
tion” of the..base-destroyer  ex- 
change. 

The appropriation ill, which 
now goes back to the House for 
action on Senate amendments, car- 
ried $157,102,500 in contract au- 
thority and the balance in cash. 
The Senate increased by $187,400 
the amount previously voted by the 
House, 

Largest amount in the bill was 
$675,283,000 for construction of 
military posts. 

The navy would be allocated 
$202,000,000 for ship construction 
and armament, 

All the cash would be available 
for immediate expenditure. 

The authorizing legislation, which 
was passed first, would provide a 
$245,228,500 naval public works pro- 
gram, including work at Guam, 
Samoa, Alaska, the British base 
sites and other naval stations.

BUS STRIKE HALTS 
SERVICE OVER 27 
NEW YORK LINES 


875,000 Surface Riders 
\. Jam Subways and Taxis 
La Guardia Says Union 
Is ‘‘Bull-Headed.’ 


NEW YORK, March 10 (AP). — 
A strike of bus drivers sent hun- 
dreds of thousands of business- 
bound New Yorkers rushing for 
subway lines and into taxicabs to- 
day as the city’s first major trans- 
portation tieup in 25 years got un- 
der way. S 

A pre-dewn walkout of 8500 driv- 
ers threw rush-hour transportation 
out of gear on 27 routes serving 


Queens and commuters: from Stat- 
en Island and New Jersey. 

There was no disorder, but con- 
siderable confusion at . major 
transportation centers and at ferry 
slips. 

The strikers, members of the 
Transport Workers’ ‘Union (CIO), 
demand a uniform eight-hour day, 
three weeks’ vacation with pay in- 
stead of the present two weeks 
and a 25 per cent pay increase for 
drivers, conductors, mechanics and 
garage men. 

Drivers for the New York Omni- 
bus Corporation, whose busses have 
no conductors, receive a maximum 
of 90 cents an hour. Drivers for 
the Fifth Avenue Coach Co. are 
now paid a top wage of 81 cents an 
hour and conductors on those busses 
a maximum of 74 cents.

WEIGHT. OF SNOW 
CAUSES COLLAPSE 


Fire Breaks Out Two 
Hours After Last Show 
— Priest Administers to 


Trapped Men. 


BROCKTON, Mass., March 10 
(AP).—Twelve firemen weré killed 
and 16 injured early today when 
the snow-laden roof of the 30-year- 
old Strand Theater collapsed dur- 
ing a fire which destroyed the 
building, : 


Firemen and police, poking 
through the smouldering mass of 
metal, wood.and plaster, uncov- 
ered 11 bodies by 9 o’clock and con- 
tinued searching. 

The known dead were: Capt. 
John F. Carroll, William Murphy, 
Daniel O’Brien, Henry Sullivan, 
‘Malcolm McNeil, Matthew Geary, 
Lieut. Raymond A. Mitchell, Dennis 
Murphy, Roy H. Keraghan, George 
Collins, Martin Lipper, and Fred 
Kelley. 


Trapped in Balcony. 
About 25 men were trapped when 
the roof. over the theater . balcony 
caved in. Some were released 
quickly and given emergency hos- 
pital treatment. | 

Hundreds of Sunday night movie- 
goers had left the theater less than 
two hours before the fire broke 
out. 

Trapped firemen screamed as 
flames licked at their hands and 
faces. 

A priest, the Rev. Lawrence Mor- 
risoe of St. Patrick’s Church, bor- 
rowed ‘a fireman's. helmet and rub- 
ber coat and went into the burn- 
ing building to admitistef last rites 
to the dying and seriously injured. 


| . Carried Through Floor. 

Most of those trapped were in the 
balcony, part of which collapsed 
under the weight of the snow-laden 
roof, Several were carried through 
the balcony floor, where rescuers 
hurriedly pulled away theater seats, 
ceiling plaster and roof timbers to 
free them. : 

An __ eye-witness, Cornelius T. 
Lyons, a Brockton Enterprise re- 
porter who was standing on the 
stage when the roof collapsed, said 
that two of the dead men, Carroll 
and William Murphy, were among 
those he saw fall through the bal- 
cony floor. : 

Fire Lieut. John Buckley came 
tumbling through after them, but 
he remained conscious and talked 
to his rescuers as they pulled him 
from the debris. 

State Fire Marshal Stephen C. 
Garrity joined Fire’ Chief F. F. 
Dickinson in an investigation of 
the blaze. Unofficial estimates 
placed the damage at $50,000.

Escort Picks Up Survivors 
After Submarine Attack 
—Admiralty Also Claims 
Indian Ocean Raider Was 
Destroyed. 


LONDON, March 10 (AP).—The 
British Admiralty announced today 
that one of Italy’s fastest cruisers, 
a sister ship of the ill-fated Bar- 
tolomeo Colleoni, had “almost cer- 
tainly” been sunk by submarine 
attack, presumably in the Mediter- 
ranean. : 

“An Italian cruiser of the Condot 
tieri ‘A’ class has been torpedoed 
and almost certainly sunk by one 
of our submarines,” the Admiralty 
said, adding that for two hours 
after the warship was hit an escort 
of two Italian destroyers circled 
about evidently picking up sur- 
vivors. 

Sister Ship Sunk July 19. 

The Bartolomeo Colleoni and its 
three sister ships were reputed to 
be among the fastest cruisers in 
the world, with a speed that was 


designed to permit them to over-. 


take destroyers. In their trials one 
of them was said to have reached 
a speed of 42 knots. 

The Australian cruiser Sydney 
and British destroyers sank the 
Bartolomeo Colieoni in the Medi- 
terranean last July 19.

Supreme Court Retuses to Review 
Decision on Unemployment Pay Tax 


Indiana Tribunal Had 


Voided Levy Against 


Small Firms With Same Ownership and 


More Than 8 Workers in All. 


WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP). 
—The United States Supreme Court 
refused today to review a decision 
holding unconstitutional legislation 
which authorized a state to collect 
unemployment compensation as- 
sessments from small companies 
under the same ownership or con- 
trol if their combined employment 
totaled eight or more persons. 


More than 30 states were said by 
the Indiana Unemployment Com- 
pensation Board to have passed 
such legislation in an effort to pre- 
vent evasion of the assessment by 
splitting companies- up into small 
units. * 

The Indiana board sought a re- 
view of a decision by the State Su- 
preme Court holding that legisla- 
tion passed by Indiana was an un- 
reasonable discrimination prohibit- 
ed by the Federal Constitution. 

The Supreme Court said today 
that the review was denied “for 
the want of a final judgment.” 

No written opinions were deliv- 
ered during today’s session. 


Indiana’s Contention. 


Refusal to permit lumping of 
small businesses into one group to 
permit collection of the assessment, 
the Indiana petition said, would 
constitute “a serious impairment of 
the nation-wide system of unem- 
ployment compensation.” 

Eleven states had filed briefs urg- 
in- the Supreme Court to give an 
authoritative ruling on the ques- 
tion. Among them were Missouri 
and Illinois. 

The Indiana legislation was chal- 
lenged by the Benner-Coryell Lum- 
ber Co., Inc., of La Fontaine, which 
was assessed on the ground that it 
was under the same control as the 
Fairmount Lumber Co. of Fair- 
mount. 

The Supreme Court refused to re- 
consider its Feb. 10 decision hold- 
ing that the absence of an employ- 
er-employe relationship is not suf- 
ficient ground for an injunction to 
restrain picketing. 


A rehearing was sought by coun- 
sel for the Ross W. Swing Beauty 
Parlor of Chicago, which had been 
picketed by a local of the Hair- 
dressers’ and Cosmetologists’ Un- 
ion. The beauty parlor said none 
of its employes belongd to the un- 
ion, : 

L C. C. Ruling Upheld. 

The court upheld an Interstate 
Commerce Commission contention 
that it had the power to prescribe 
minimum freight rates higher than 
necessary to produce a profit, if 
such action was deemed to pro- 
mote the financial prosperity of the 
carriers “by preventing a ruinous 
rate war.” 3 

The high tribunal's action was 
taken in an order which affirmed 
a decision by a three-judge United 
States Court in Oregon sustaining 
a commission order. 

In this order the commission di- 
rected reilroads to charge 28.5 cents 
a hundred pounds for transporting 
refined products in bulk from Port- 
land, Ore., and Seattle to territory 
centering at Spokane, known as 
the “Inland Empire.” 

The Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul 
& Pacific and other railroads had 
sought a 25-cent rate in order to 
compete with water and truck 
transportation. An L. C. C. decision 
Sept. 25, 1939, held that the 25-cent 
rate would “yield some margin over 
full costs,” but that a 28.5-cent 
charge would promote the financial 
stability and prosperity of the rail-

EDUCATOR URGES 
MORE PRACTICAL 
SCHOOL TRANG 


William G. Carr Tells Con- 
ference Students Must Be 


Taught How to Face the 
World. 


Bridging the gap between school 
and the outside world—making the 


results of civic education apparent 
in the lives of students after they 
leave school, is one of the most im- 
portant jobs facing educators in 
the teaching of democracy, William 
G. Carr of Washington, secretary of 
the Educational Policies Commis- 
sion of the National Education As- 
sociation, told educators attending 
a one-day regional conference on 
educating youth for responsibilities 
of citizenship, at Hotel Statler to- 
day. 
The meeting, sponsored by the 
St. Louis public schools, the N. E. 
A. commission and Washington 
and St. Louis universities, was one 
of a series of 29 being held through- 
out the United States. 
“Every experienced teacher or 
principal knows, as he watches stu- 
dents come and go, that one of the 
great problems of the school is the 
change which often occurs when 
graduates enter adult life,” Carr 
said. 
“See the graduates on commence- 
ment day. Here are leaders in stu- 
dent citizenship, glowing with ideal- 
ism, well informed about current 
ceonomics, social and _ political 
trends. See them a few years later, 
often disillusioned, having failed to 
keep their information up to date, 
and refusing to participate in the 
affairs of their own government.

ical islands cut off by deep chan- 
nels of convention from the world 
which surrounds them.

Few schools, the speaker contin- 

ued, have made two-way traffic 
possible between them and the 
communities which support them. 
As a result, when the. student fi- 
nally leaves to spend all his time as 
an adult, “on the mainland,” he is 
suddenly confronted by “a puzzling 
network of economic and political 
institutions which once, long ago, 
on the island,” he read something 
about in 4 book, Carr asserted. 
On the basis of some inspiring 
and encouraging observations made 
in a recent survey of secondary 
schools, Carr said, the Educational 
Policies Commission believes that 
the schools can bridge the gap 
which isolates their teaching from 
the life of the communities about 
them, 

The problem of “bridging the 

gap” was one of five topics taken 
up at groups meetings of the edu- 
cators this afternoon, devoted to 
discussion of various phases of cit- 
izenship education, 
The best means of making de- 
mocracy real to students, it was as- 
serted in the group discussion, is 
to create community jobs to be 
done by students under auspices of 
the school. “hese jobs should be 
real ones, such as cleanup or safety 
campaigns; participants should be 
able +o observe concrete results; 
working out of the jobs should be 
in accordance with democratic 
principles, and the teacher should 
point out the broad significance of 
the job in the light of the com- 
munity’s and country’s ‘welfare, 


Talk on Civic Duties. 


Democracy in the United States 
is still an experiment and its only 
hope o. success is in the intelli- 
gence of citizens and a greater 
interest on their part in govern- 
ment, William F. Gephart, vice- 
president of the First National 
Bank, told the educators in an 
earlier address. 

The chief responsibility for rais- 
ing the level of intelligence of citi- 
zens and of stimulating interest in 
government rests with educational 
institutions, whose job it is to equip 
students “not only with an under- 
standing of their rights but an 
equal understanding of their duties 
and obligations as citizens of a de- 


mocracy,” Gephart asserted. 
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“Today,” he continued, “political 
unconsciousness is the normal state 
of mind of the average American. 
The cause of this is very complex, 
but among other reasons, the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned: 

“First, during the past half-cen- 
tury there has been a great de- 
velopment of our national resources 
and industry which has attracted 
the chief thought and time of many 
of our best citizens; second, during 
this same period political party 
organization has progressed to such 
an extent that the political party 
hag become dominant in political 
life. 

“Many men do not care to stand 
for office not only because they find 


attractive, but also because they do 
not want to subject themselves to 
the trials, tribulations and criti- 
cism of running for office and then, 
after having been elected, be sub- 
jected to the pressure of party or- 
ganization demands which some- 
times involve sacrificing their hon- 
esty, intelligence and self-respect 
in order that political party ends 
may be served.” 

With governmental influence on 
the lives of citizens steadily grow- 
ing, it is essential that the quality 
of personnel of the governing 
classes 
in the legislative bodies, the speak- 
er said. There is little basic differ- 
ence in the “so-called principles” 
of the two dominant political par- 
ties and, “unfortunately, it is not 
the man who has profound convic- 
tions on governmental probiems 
who makes the best candidate, but 
rather one whose actions can be 
harmonized with the interest of the 
party organization,” he asserted. 
Citing the increase in Federal of- 
ficeholders from 872,951 in 1930 to 
2,077,000 at the close of 1940, Gep- 
hart declared that “there is great 
need for an extension of civil serv- 
ice with a higher standard of 
qualifications and greater security 
in employment to the end that em- 
ployes and officeholders may be 
more independent of political party 
influence.”

U. S. Program Too Small, 
Ex-Ambassador Says at

WASHINGTON, March 10 (AP). 
—William Bullitt, former Ambassa- 
dor to France, asserted today that 
the United States defense program 
was going forward “well and hon- 
estly,” but that “we are producing 
a 20-foot rope to do a 30-foot job.” 

Testifying at House Judiciary 
Committee hearings on anti-strike 
legislation, Bullitt observed: 

“I think it is of the utmost im- 
portance that we draw a lesson 
from France and get into produc- 
tion at the same speed as if we 
were at war—and we all know that 
at present we are not producing 
that fast.” 

Representative Hobbs (Dem.), 
Alabama, asked Bullitt to amplify 
his “20-foot rope” statement. 

“T meant this,” the witness said, 
“That in my personal opinion our 
program for production of planes is 
too small; our program for produc- 
tion of merchant ships is too small; 
our program for production of a 
number of other absolutely neces- 
sary items is too small, 

“If we felt the danger to the peo- 
ple of the United States, we would 
be producing vastly greater quanti- 
ties of the things we need.” 

He said that the French people 
were hard to convince that grave 
danger existed “because it was 
easier not to listen” to appeals on 
that point. 

Bullitt expressed the opinion that 
the United States was “in greater 
danger than at any time in the his- 
tory of the country” and asserted 
that “the people in general don’t feel 
that danger.”

action, these officials said about 90 
per cent of the $10,000,000,000 in de- 
fense contracts awarded between 
last June and December went to 
600 large concerns, 
About 13,000 prime contractors re- 
ceived awards, but of these more 
than 12,000 shared $1,000,000,000 
worth of orders while the remain- 
ing few hundred divided about $9,- 
000,000,000 worth. 
Concentration of orders was re- 
ported to be ‘a matter of utmost 
concern to the Office of Produc- 
tion Management and it was said 
that efforts to “farm out” defense 
work to subcontractors might be- 
come OPM’s most important activ- 
ity in the next few months. 

All Sections of Country. 

The campaign to break up big 
defense contracts is to be carried 
into every section of the country in 
an attempt to get small machine 
shops, foundries and mills into arm- 
ament production. 

OPM officials estimated there 
were about 200,000 concerns in the 
United States able to handle de- 


jifense orders, although roughly half 


of them can undertake only small 
assignments. They also estimated 
that about half of the country’s 
machine tools were idle or working 
less than eight hours a day. 

The OPM took the first step to- 
ward its spread-the-work campaign 
by discontinuing the old Office of 
Small Business Activities and cre- 
ating the Defense Contract Service. 

John D. Biggers, OPM production 
chief, named Robert L. Mehornay, 
Kansas City industrialist, to head 
the service and Mehornay has put 
up the framework for a national or- 
ganization and started a series of 
regional meetings designed to stim- 
ulate subcontracting. He formed 36 
field offices to survey manufactur- 
ing facilities and co-operate with 
holders of large contracts in sublet- 
ting part of the work. 

Fear of Bottlenecks. 
Concern over concentration of or- 
derg was attributed chiefly to fear 
of development of bottlenecks as 
additional contracts are awarded. 
One official said production would 
not be delayed if work could be 
sublet promptly. 

Commenting on the policy pur- 
sued in awarding contracts during 
the first months of the defense pro- 
gram, officials said that to get ma- 
terials for the army and navy in a 
hurry it was necessary to go to 
firms with abundant executive, en- 
gineering and factory personnel. 

It would have consumed too much 
time, they said, to have tried to 
deal with 200,000 firms. 

“If we had attempted to do that,” 
one official said, “our army and 
navy and air forces would have had 
no equipment for years to come.”

tions, Rayburn said, probably will 
be in the form of a letter from 
the President to him.

“Meanwhile’ we can and will 
arrange in advance for the 
speedly entry of food into any 
part of the enslaved area when 
this part has been wholly cleared 
of German forces and has genu- 
inely regained its freedom. We 
shall do our best to encourage 
the bu'‘lding up of reserves of 
food all over the world so that 
there will always be held up be- 
fore the eyes of the people of 
Europe, including—I say it de- 
liberately—the -German and Aus· 
trian peoples, the certainty that 


would bring to them all immedi- 
ate food, freedom and _ peace.” 

It may be: urged that even, al- 
though it is not possible to devise 
acceptable conditions, the duty of 
feeding the hungry overrules all 
other considerations. This is an 
argument which the British Gov- 
ernment must respect, although 
they cannot accept it. It presup- 
poses firstly that there is and will 
be hrnger on a serious scale; and 
secondly, that hunger is a greater 
evil and one more urgent to be 
remedied than the prolongation of 
the war, the continued subjection of 
many nations to German oppres- 
sion and tyranny, and the wound- 
ing and killing by the most barbar- 
ous means of countless thousands 
of people. But there need be no 
scarcity amounting to famine and 
starvation if the enemy would dis- 
tribute his supplies equitably, and 
devote to the welfare of his con- 
quered peoples a tithe of the ingen- 
uity which he devotes to his attack 
on the civilian population of Brit- 
ain or of the solicitude shown. to 
his own armies of occupation. Ger- 
many has in fact proclaimed on 
manv occasions that the so-called 
new order can assure all food sup- 
plies in the countries under her 
domination, The existence of local 
shortages in certain districts of the 
occupied territories is not an ad- 
missible argument, for it was not 
to be expected that the enemy 
would make good his depredations 
or restore the supplies he has loot- 
ed, while he is still hopeful that 
supplementary supplies from over- 
seas may be forthcoming. Provided 
that we do not play into his hands 
by admitting such assistance, it can 
hardly be supposed that he will al- 
low hunger to impair the efficiency 
or to increase the discontent of the 
vast subject population which is es- 
sential to the functioning of the 
German war-machine. 

The British Government does not 
deny that the oppressed peoples are 
likely to suffer some degree of 
hardship and privation and they 
are deeply moved by the sufferings 
of their allies, The civilian popula- 
tion of Great Britain itself is suf- 
fering and has suffered many 
thousands of casualties from the 
brutal attacks which the German 
air force has directed against it. 
British Deprivations. 

The British people are, moreover, 
now deliberately subjecting them- 
selves to privations; they are low- 
ering their own standard of living 
to a minimum so that more and 
more shipping space can be allotted 
to the implements of war. They 
are doing all this in the common 
cause and they are confident that

Saying Plan Would Not Help Nazis 


Ex-President Cites Plight of Millions — Bel- 
gian Ration Down to Half of Amount Nec- 
cessary to Sustain Life, He Declares. 


HE TEXT of Herbert Hoover's 


Democracies follows: 

Xhe British Ambassador has 
courteously furnished me with an 
advance copy of the British state- 
ment. The American people have 
a right to know the views upon it 
of myselt and the Executive Com- 
mtitee on Food for the Small 


Democracies. Before giving those 
views, we wish no misunderstand- 
ing of our sympathy with the Brit- 
ish cause, or that we have any 
doubt that the original plight of the 
people in the small democracies is 
due to the German. invasion. 

~ “We believe that the British state- 
ment was prepared before. they 
were fully informed .upon the un- 
dertakings we have now secured. 
And, in this light, our full proposals 
in no way impair the British war 
effort. At the same time they up- 
hold the ideals of democracy to the 
world and these little nations. They 
would save the lives of multitudes 
of children an¢ others. 

Our recent surveys show that the 
food situation in the occupied 
democracies is far worse than the 
British statement would seem to 
indicate. The Belgian ration is al- 
ready down tc 960 calories—or less 
than half necessary to maintain 
life. Surplus to maintain even that 
will be exhausted this month. Re 
ports show many children already 
so weak that they cannot attend 
school. 


Not Enough Supplies. 


We do not agree that there are 
enough supplies on‘the continent 
to care for these people, or that the 
supplies will ever be evenly dis- 
tributed. Devastation by the Ger- 
man Army and the blockade com- 
bined have caused considerable 
shortage of bread supplies every- 
where, but more acutely a shortage 
of fats. No people— American, 
Belgian or British — can survive 
without fats, meaning meat. dairy 
products, vegetable oils, etc. British 
reports state that the fat supply of 
the continent as a whole has been 
reduced 40 per cent. Our reports 
show over 50 per cent. And, as the 
Germans are not likely to reduce 
their fat supplies below fighting 
levels, the shortage falls even 
more violently upon the occupied 
democracies. And the Belgians are 
the first to be exhausted. 
In order to check our own in- 
formation again, I requested a com- 
mittee of experts, comprising Mr. 
John Lee. Coulter, former member 
of the Tariff Commission; Prof. J. 
I. Falconer of Ohio State Univer- 
sity; Prof. Asher Hobson of the 
University of Wisconsin, and Dr. 
E. V. McCollum of Johns Hopkins 
University, to review objectively all 
of the data; not only, our own in- 
vestigations on the ground in Eu- 
rope, but also the data of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the De-

While the occupied democracies 
formerly secured a large part of 
their fat supplies directly by im- 
ports from overseas, or indirectly 
through import of feed, we make 
no contention that blockade is not 
a part of war measures. However, 
the stark fact is that millions of 
children, and the weak, are threat- 
ened with stunted bodies and death 
in the occupied lands—unless re- 
lief is brought to them. 


Our origina] plan of relief was 
based on the successful methods of 
the last war, The British felt they 
could not accept that plan. In the 
meantime the British Government 
agreed that supplies to French chil- 
dren could be taken through the 
blockade by the American Red 
Cross, and thus admitted that the 
blockade could be opened. Also 
Secretary Hull,- on Dec. 11 in a 
public statement, suggested that re- 
lief organizations ask Germany to 
contribute food. In all those lights 
We proposed a new and limited ex- 
periment in Belgium, by which 
1,000,000 destitute adults and 2,000,- 
000 children should be fed by soup 
kitchens. This called for 1,000,000 
bushels of breadgrains per month 
from German sources, 20,000 tons 
of fats and soup materials, and 
special food for children through 
the blockade. If this experiment 
were successful then it could be 
extended to other democracies when 
their inevitable food crises ap- 
proached. 


In January we submitted our 
plan to the Belgian Government 
in London, and on Jan. 30 they 
urged it strongly upon the British 
Government. At the same time 
we began* negotiations with the 
Germans, who responded on Feb. 
26, and their undertaking was 
transmitted to the Belgian Govern- 
ment, 

Nazi Shipments. 

On their part the Germans have 
already shipped 800,000 bushels of 
breadgrains into Belgium. They are 
now initiating a shipment of 3,200,- 
000 bushels. They also agree that 
there shall be no interference with 
imports, no requisition or absorp- 
tion of native food; that ships will 
be free of attack; that a neutral 
commission shall supervise relief on 
the ground and see that agreements 
are complied with. We do not be- 
lieve that the effect of this under- 


taking has yet been fully consid-|\ 


ered by the British Government. 
A further part of the plan is that 
only ships not available to the Brit- 
ish shall be used, and that the cost 
of imports from overseas is to be 
paid by the exiled Belgian Govern-

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Singapore Rrea 
Residents Given 
War Instruction 


Notified to Be Ready 
to Evacuate Cer- 
tain Regions in 
Case-of Attack. 


SINGAPORE, March 10 (AP). 
RITISH authorities today noti- 
B fied residents to prepare to 
evasuate “areas where it is ex- 
pected fighting will take place if 
Singapore is attacked from the sea.” 

The notifications, issued to resi- 
dents on the east and-west coastal 
regions in a 200-square-mile area 
of Singapore Island, stressed the 
precautionary nature of the action, 
but added that it might be impossi- 
ble to give more than 48 hours’ 
warning. 

Admiral Jean Decoux, Governor- 
General of French Indo-China, in- 
formed the French consulate ‘here 
bk, telegram that the “Thai-French 
conversations at Tokyo are pro- 
ceeding without much success.” 

“We are proceeding not toward 
equitable mediation,” he said, “but 
toward forced arbitration.” 

From Bangkok it was reported 
that French border forces opened 
fire on Thai units, killing three 
men, 

Civilians throughout British Ma- 
laya were given a-taste of “war- 
time” conditions as comprehensive 
defense measures begun March 6 
entered a second phase, during 
which land, sea and air forces and 
all civilian units are participating 
in a simulated attack upon the 
peninsula.

whole history of England. 

It is perhaps beside the point to 
remark that Mr, Churchill’s book 
is abreast of the best in English 
literature of any age, in vigor, style 


to its fascination,: but it doesn’t 
subtract at all from its substance. 
It is an advocacy very cogent in 
logic, thoroughly documented in 
every case. In all his dozens - of 
controversies about British policy 
and defense, he is convincingly but- 
tressed by compelling facts and fig- 
ures, 

This isn’t to say he was always 
right. Sometimes, at critical mo- 
ments, he was so right that his 
logic and action decided favorably 
for his country the ultimate issue 
of the earlier war—as for example, 
his mobilization of the fleet in 
1914. Sometimes he was very 
wrong, as in the Antwerp excur- 
sion in 1914 and in the Narvik dis- 
aster in this war. The adventure 
at Gallipoli also proved disastrous, 
but he argues well that it need not 
have been so. To what extent he 
was responsible for the 1918 thrust 
through Salonika, which broke the 
Central Powers, is not clear; but 
he certainly favored it. Many stu- 
dents will always believe that the 
1939 declaration of war over Poland 
was one of the most hideous mis- 
takes in timing in all history, but, 
however he favored it, his was not 
the principal responsibility. 

So much for whatever the un- 
favorable -side-of- the reoord may 
be. Turn to his position and plead- 
ing from the opening of the Ver- 
sailles peace conference to « this 
day, and especially the record in 
his books, “The Aftermath,” “Arms 
and the Covenant” (published in the 
United States in 1938 under the 
title “While England Slept,” “The 
World Crisis”. and “The Unknown 
War.” The two books first men- 
tioned are for foresight, states- 
menship and even clairvoyance 
among the most remarkable in lit- 
erature. 

If his voice had been only par- 
tially heeded from 1933 to as late 
as 1937, the present world catas- 
trophe could certainly have been 
avoided. He stated and proved 
his case in advance in economic. 
military and diplomatic policy. His 
predictions on the military effect 
of the occupation and later forti- 
fication of the Rhineland and al- 
most every other principal Nazi de- 
velopment, now seem almost un- 
canny in their correctness. 

His facts and arguments were 
faithfully transmitted to our Gov- 
ernment, where they produced no 
more effect than they did on his 
own, 

All that is water over the dam. 
Brilliant as was that performance 
of his, it is as nothing compared 
with his war leadership of his 
country in its greatest crisis. It is 
so masterly as to seem incredible. 
It needs no comment at all and 
this long windup is just to base an 
important query. 

Win, lose or draw, I wonder ff, 
when this long agony is over, he 
will not be written in history as 
one of the ‘two or three greatest 
products of the Anglo-Saxon race 
in its entire record either in Eng- 
land or America. That “either or” 
is entirely justified because we can

vote of almost 2 to 1 means that the country has 
embarked on a policy of all-out aid to Britain, now 
engaged in a life-and-death struggle with Germany 
and Italy. It means that the country, which long 
ago discarded any pretense of neutrality, is now 
a non-shooting participant in the second World War. 
The shooting may or may not begin later. 

That this bill may mean our entrance into the war 
as a shooting ally of Britain, with full naval and 
military aid, including another American expedition- 
ary force, must be honestly faced. It was honestly 
faced in the Senate last Saturday by Senator Con- 
nally, an administration supporter. Senator Norris 
had proposed an amendment saying that nothing in 
the bill would authorize the President to send troops 
to fight on foreign soil outside this hemisphere. 
Norris argued that it would quiet the fears of moth- 
ers that their sons will be sent abroad. 

Senator Connally correctly said that the amend- 
ment did not mean anything legally. Said he: “It 
is something hung out in a beautiful Easter gown to 
assure all mothers that pass by the show window 
that these things can’t happen. But legally they can 
happen. We should not say, ‘We give you assurance’ 
when we can give no assurance. We should not there- 
by break their (the mothers’) hearts if something 
does happen.” : 

What Senator Connally undoubtedly had in mind 
is that the powers of the President in his role of com- 
mander-in-chief would not be affected, in the opinion 
of such constitutional authorities as Charles Warren, 
by any such amendment as Senator Norris proposed. 
Lease-lend bill or no lease-lend bill, the President, as 
other Presidents before him have done, can send the 
army and navy on warlike expeditions when he deems 
it necessary to do so. 

As it passed the Senate, the lease-lend bill is a 
better measure than the one originally drawn. Orig- 
inally, it was a completely blank check, containing 
practically no limitations on the Pregident’s author- 
ity to lease, lend or give defense materials to Britain, 
Greece, China or any other country. As amended by 
House and Senate, the bill, though still very sweeping 
in its terms has been improved. 

* * * 

It now requires the President to report to Congress 
every 90 days on what has been done; it forbids him 
to enter into any contracts after June 30, 1943, and the 
fulfillment of the contracts is limited to July 1, 1946. 
Whereas the original bill theoretically gave the Pres- 
ident the power to turn over to Britain our entire 
navy and all other defense material, the bill now 
places a restriction on such transfers. He can lease, 
lend or give our war supplies only to a value of 
$1,300,000,000. 

The' no-convoy amendment is loosely worded. It 
provides that “nothing in this act shall be construed 
to authorize or to permit the authorization of con- 
voying vessels by naval vessels of the United States.” 
There are ‘doubts as to the effectiveness of this 
amendment, yet since our real danger of finding our- 
selves at war lies in proposals that we convoy sup- 
plies to Britain, thus opening our ships to attack, this 
amendment serves the highly useful purpose of re- 
cording the anti-convoy sentiment of Congress in 
black and white. It stands as a reminder to the 
President in the future that at the time the lease-lend 
bill was passed, public sentiment was definitely 
against convoying. As an additional reminder, the 
bill provides that “nothing in this shall be construed 
to authorize or to permit the authorization of the 
entry of any American vessel into a combat area in 
violation of Section 3 of the Neutrality Act of 1939.” 

The bill was amended to provide that, before dis- 
posing of defense articles, the President shail con- 
sult with the Chief of Staff of the army or the Chief 
of Naval Operations of the navy or both. This means 
that Gen. Marshall and Admiral Stark, in their pro- 
fessional capacities, will be given the right to agree 
or disagree with the transfers. If Gen. Marshall and 
Admiral Stark are the kind of officers we think they 
are, men of the courage and conviction so often dis- 
played in the last war by Gen. Pershing and Admiral 
Sims, we can expect them to stand out against trans- 
fers that would cripple or weaken American defense. 

Most important of all, Congress has retained con- 


The Senate’s passage of the lease-lend bill by a/ trol of the purse strings in the operation of 
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the pro- 
gram. As originally written, the bill gave the Pres- 
ident carte blanche to contract for war materials in 
any sum, with Congress pledged to produce the mon- 
ey. As amended, orders for the production of war 
materials are limited to the extent to which Congress 
later approves appropriations or authorizes the sign- 
ing of contracts. ‘This gives Congress a complete and 
always current control of the program. It is, of 
course, vital in a democracy that the power of the 
purse should not be transferred to the executive. 
* * . 

As to the manner of the bill’s passage, not even 
the most violent of its opponents can complain. From 
beginning to end, democratic usages were strictly 
observed. Extended hearings were held both before 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee and the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, at which advocates and 
opponents were permitted fully to state their case. 
There was no unseemly effort to pack the proceed- 
ings, to place unfair limitations on.time or to bar 
those with hostile points of view. The debate on the 
House floor was fairly conducted, and the debate on 
the Senate floor lasted for three weeks. On the 
one hand, no attempt was made to close the debate 
by invoking the cloture rule; and, on the other, no 
filibuster was resorted to. All of this was fair, square 
and aboveboard and completely faithful to demo- 
cratic principles. The »roceedings were in contrast to 
the under-cover deal of last September, when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt did not notify Congress until his deal 
to exchange destroyers for naval bases was consum- 
mated and when he based his action on a tortured 
construction of the law by the Attorney General. 

In the debate, of course, a great many extreme 
statements were made on both sides as to the effect 
of this bill, and only time will bear them out or prove 
them false. The fact is, no one knows, not even the 
President, how this bill will operate and what effect 
it will have on our destiny or on Britain’s. We only 
know that, under its terms, the United States is to be 
turned into an arsenal to supply Britain with what 
she needs for defense and attack; that the great indus- 
trial power of this nation is now at Britain’s call in 
her struggle against Hitlerism. | 

As we say, no one knows to what destiny the lease- 
lend bill may take us. Senator Hatch, in a radio 
speech the other evening, addressed himself to the 
unpredictable future in these words: 


The road toward which the bill points may be 

a dangerous road. In the midst of a world revo- 

lution such as we are witnessing, all roads are 

dangerous. No one can honestly say that any 
course is a safe course. We can truthfully say 
that your representatives in both branches of the 

Congress, and your chief executive, the Presi- 

dent of the United States, are seeking determined- 

ly to find that road which will best protect the 
safety of our country. 

We think these words were uttered with deepest 
sinéerity and we believe that, even though the road 
the country has taken may prove to be the wrong 
road, the high and patriotic motives of Congress and 
the President in choosing it cannot be questioned.

We are arming ourselves not for any purpose of 
conquest or intervention in foreign disputes. ... 
It is for peace I have labored; and it is for peace 
I shall labor all the days of my life. ... Your 
boys are not going to be sent into any foreign 

-wars.... The United States today is at peace 
and is going to remain at peace. ... There have 
been two thoughts uppermost in my mind—to 
preserve peace in our land, and to make the 
forces of democracy work for the benefit of the 
common people of America. 


A FEATURE FOR THE EDUCATORS. 

A regional conference on educating youth for the 
respongibilities of American citizenship is being held 
in St. Louis today under the sponsorship of, among 
others, our public school system. 

Many practical, everyday aspects of the free way 
of life are, no doubt, being discussed by the 150 or 
so teachers in attendance. But we are wondering if, 
before the day is over, Superintendent Homer Ander- 
son might not provide its outstanding feature by in- 
troducing Assistant Superintendent Hawkins.

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WHAT IS OUR DEFENSE PLAN? 

We are raising armies, building ships, spending 
billions—all without a plan, declares Hanson W. 
Baldwin, the eminent military expert, in an article 
in the professional Infantry Journal, reprinted in 
part in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 

This is a strong indictment. However, it does 
no more than echo a more cautiously-worded state- 
ment to the same effect by Gen. Marshall which 
was quoted in the same space a month or two ago. 
Our military and naval men are technically com- 
petent. They are not stick-in-the-muds. They have 
kept up with, if not ahead of, the developments of 
modern warfare, but they are, in Jarge measure, man- 
acled. 

They cannot weld a really effective fighting force 
until the statesmen and the politicians tell them 
the purpose of that force, Just now we are raising 
@ great conscript army, but in Mr. Baldwin’s opin- 
ion, conscription can be a real handicap to defense. 
Bisewhere he has pointed out that, in our present 


t| case, it has 
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meant the watering down of the regular

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A WARNING ON GOVERNMENT LAND DEALS. 

The Federal Government fortunately has methods 
available to protect itself against paying too much 
for land needed in the defense program, and one of 
them is being used in cutting down the cost on the 
site for the TNT plant near Weldon Spring. 

Assessed valuation of the 16,000-acre tract is $3650,- 
000; the Government estimates it can acquire the 
land for $1,000,000, while its agent, R. Newton Mc- 
Dowell of Kansas City, has agreed to pay about 
$3,000,000. These figures would certainly seem to 
justify the War Department’s phrase, “grossly ex- 
cessive prices,” and its decision to institute condem- 
nation proceedings to take over parcels on which 
deals have not yet been completed. 

What makes the Weldon Spring deal all the more 
questionable is McDowell’s refusal to reduce his com- 
mission from 5 per cent to the 3% per cent accepted 
by all other agents who obtained options on defense 
project sites. Not only this high fee increases the 
Government's outlay for the site; it must pay an 
additional 14% per cent to a Kansas City title com- 
pany for services in connection with the deal, 

The Government has a staff of expert land ap- 
praisers, but the use of private agents is doubtless 
justified in view of the need for speed in acquiring 
defense sites. It is unfortunate, however, that land 
purchases were not more carefully planned and su- 
pervised by the Government, so that such a drastic 
step as canceling options might have been avoided. 

The Weldon Spring episode, together with protests 
that have been made ag to practices. on other deals 
over the country, should bring about a more business- 
like procedure in future purchases.

Our Organization for Defense 


“| Vigorous criticism of defense effort needed, says expert; we now 
lack co-ordinated plan, and must create political, economic and mil- 
itary super-agency to develop one, he holds; further, we must aban- 
don idea that real force can be built on “business as usual” basis.

ARTICULARLY needed at this time of 

world crisis, when the tide of change 

is raging to the flood, are public ap- 
preciation and critical analyses of our de- 
fense problems. We ꝰant no Maginot lines 
of the spirit, no mistaken defensive concepts, 
no outworn theories of limited effort to 
hamper our defense program. 

Virile, vigorous, open criticism is the life- 
blood of any progressive institution, and con- 
structive analysis of our strengths and weak- 
nesses is nowhere more needed than in the 
specialized realm of military organization. 

We must not drug ourselves with hope. 
There is not only no surety that Great Brit- 
ain can win this war; on the contrary, there 
is practical certainty that she cannot win 
unless the United States gives her unlimited 
aid by open participation in the conflict. 

If we enter the war, its entire course may 
well turn upon the strength of our military 
structure; if we do not enter it, the things 
we stand for and believe in, the future of 
our way of life, will depend in even greater 
measure upon the effectiveness of our mili- 
tary organization, 


The successful development of any mili- 
tary program requires three successive steps 
which are closely integrated and related: 

1. Careful formulation of co-ordinated de- 
fense plans, plans not limited to the army 
alone, or the navy alone, but plans inclusive 
of all branches of government—the State 
Department, the Treasury Department, La- 
bor, Justice, War, Navy, etc. We must re- 
member that political and economic weapons 
are often more mighty than the sword. 

2. Careful and co-ordinated procurement 
of the materiel] and man power required by 
the plans. We must remember that modern 
war, and preparations for modern war, are 
total; as one of.our field army commanders 
has so well said, war is an art, but it em- 
braces and.includes all the sciences; defense 
preparations, therefore, must be compre- 
hensive or chaos will result. . 

3. Co-ordinated direction of operations (in 
peacetime, this means training; in wartime, 
the actual conduct of the campaign) to the 
end that not only the army and navy may 
function as a team but in order that all 
departments of government may mesh 
smoothly into gear. 

Any detailed examination of our present 
defense structure quickly reveals that there 
is no organization in our Federal Govern- 
ment consecrated to co-ordinated, compre- 
hensive defense planning. There is no one 
commission, or board, to advise the Presi- 
dent what, for instance, hemisphere defense 
means in military terms; there igs no group 
of experts to study and ascertain what por- 
tion of the defense dollar could most usefully 
and effectively be employed for the purchase 
of planes, what portion should go for ships, 
for men, etc, 

First and most important, therefore, of 
the alterations needed in our defense struc- 


ture would seem to be the provision for 


some planning group. It should be a purely 
advisory body, composed of some of the 
nation's best brains, and should include rep- 
resentatives of the State Department, War, 
Navy, Treasury and, perhaps, other govern- 
ment departments. But in addition it should 


include a number of eminent and distin- 
guished civilians, chosen for their clarity of 
thought and breadth of vision. 

But once plans are made and the num- 
bers and types of weapons decided upon, 
weapons and men to translate blueprint 
dreams into strong realities must be: pro- 
cured, Procurement, unified and co-ordi- 


nated, is therefore a vital agency of defense. 


The National Defense Advisory Commission, 
more popularly called the Knudsen Commis- 
sion, the recently created Priorities Board, 
and the new Office for Production Manage- 
ment are steps in the right direction, but 
we are still a long way from the ideal. 

' * 


The type of organization represented by 
the National Defense Advisory Commission 
was tested and found wanting in 1916; out 
of its throes and the pangs of the First 


World War, Bernard M. Baruch and his 


assistants evolved a new type of organiza- 
tion, which has been shaped and perfected 
these past 20 years in the office of the As- 
sistant Secretary of War. What was even- 
tually evolved was called the Industrial 
Mobilization Plan which comprehended and 
foresaw all the needs of the war machine; 
but the foresight was wasted, for so far it 
has remained in a Washington pigeonhole. 

Above all the nation must rid itself of the 
psychology of limited effort, The procure- 
ment of vast quantities of weapons—many of 
them not ordinarily manufactured in mass in 
time of peace—the enlistment and recruit- 
ing of large forces call for extraordinary ef- 
fort. It is obviously ridiculous to talk about 
business as usual and to say that the de- 
fense program will not interfere with the 
country’s normal life. Of course, it will in- 
terfere; it must interfere if it is to be done 
efficiently. 

Given adequate planning and adequate 
procurement, the third step—unity of com- 
mand—must be achieved.

We must properly co-ordinate air forces 
with ground forces, naval effort with air ef- 
fort, and the work of the fighting services 
must implement our political policies. 

The Federal structure of our Government 
aas happ.ly, from the military point of view, 
bestowed upon the President, as chief execu- 
tive and commander-in-chief of the army 
and navy, the necessary broad directive 
powers to enable him to act with full au- 
thority and.decision in any emergency. 

Nevertheless the presidential responsibili- 
ties are heavy, the capacities of any one 
man, no matter how devoted, how brilliant 
and how energetic, are limited; the creation 
of a “Defense Cabinet” (with the President 
as its executive head) to assist him in execu. 
tion and supervision as well as in planning 
would tend to promote unity of effort. 

The changes that are needed in our de- 
fense structure to promote unity of plan- 
ning, unity of procurement and unity of op- 
erations need not be destructive of all that 
has gone before, need not be revolutionary 
in concept—much that we have built, we 
have built well—but they must be well con- 
ceived and well integrated. They must be 
tested — not against the touchstone of ex- 
pediency — but against the touchstone of 
efficiency.

Net Income Reported at $6,- 
754,000—Rise in Costs Off- 
sets Gain in. Revenue. 


.The annual report of the Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri and sub- 
sidiaries, which was issued today, 
showed the company’s revenue for 
the year as $34,984,845, an increase 
of $2,453,770, or 7.5 per cent, from 
1938. revenue; but 
large increases under the head of 
operating expenses that the net 
income, $6,754,795, was a reduction 
of $339,368 from the 1939 net in- 
come, 


Increase in operating expenses, 
was reported chiefly under three 
heads: Tax increase $1,234,943; in- 
crease in cost of electric power 
production, $1,124,598; an increase 
in provision for depreciation, $645,- 
081. Other items in the annual 
statement showed smaller varia- 
tions from the corresponding items 
of the previous year, some repre- 


1940 was shown as $6,508,201, com- 
pared with $5,273,297 in 1939. This 
was .divided into these items: 
Taxes, other than income taxes, 
$4,144,201; provision for Federal 
normal income and excess profits 
taxes, $2,239,029, and other income 
taxes, $124,971. .

Swarms of Submarines. 

WYHE experts’ gloom arises from 
their expectation that when the 
Atlantic weather moderates, as 

it is now doing, the Germans will 

be ready to unleash an air and sub- 
marine attack on British shipping 
far worse than anything yet seen. 

Established in Norway, Denmark, 

Holland, Belgium and along the 

French coast, they have occupied 

an ideal strategic position for such 

an attack ever since last spring 

Their submarines can no longer be 

bottled up, as they were in the 

last war, by mire fields laid at the 
mouths of the North Sea. Their 
long-range bombers have all the 
bases they can wish. During the 
winter, while crews were being 
trained, their shipyards have 
worked 24-hour shifts on subma- 
rines and their air factories have 
been turning out in quantity their 
new long-range bomber model, the 

Focke-Wulf Curier. They also have 

equipped several additional sur- 

face raiders to work out of French 
ports. 

As to the extent of the German 
strength, there is much disagree- 
ment between British and Ameri- 
can authorities. The British be- 
lieve that by hammering the ship- 
yards the R.A.F. has kept subma- 
rine output to a minimum, while our 
people fear it was not much ham- 
pered. Sensible men on both sides 
scout talk of “600 subs,” but it is 
authoritatively estimated that the 
Germans will be able to keep sev- 
eral score of submarines, and per- 
haps as many as 100, continuously 
at sea. 

Furthermore, the German system 

of using submarines and long-range 

bombers in combination is peculiar- 
ly difficult to beat. The Focke- 

Wulfs have three sets of bases, one 

in France, near LaRochelle, and 

others in Denmark and. Norway. 


— convoys for the waiting 
“wolf packs” of submarines direct 
the subs to their quarry by radio, 
drop their bombs and land in Nor- 
way or Denmark, There they re- 
fuel, take on more bombs and: re 
turn, Air attacks recently have ac- 
counted for 25 per cent of the Brit- 
ish shipping losses. Submarine at- 
tacks also are more troublesome 
to ward off, since the submarines 
no longer have to surface before 
sending their sound-directed tor- 
pedoes. In at least one recent case, 
nine simultaneous torpedo explo- 
sions were a convoy’s first warning 
of the presence of danger. 

Many months ago, foreseeing this 
danger, the British began intensive 
production of small destroyers and 
torpedo-carrying Corvettes. These 
vessels, now off the ways in quan- 
tity, will diminish the danger to 
the convoys. But no one doubts 
that when the Germans send their 
full strength to sea, British ship- 
Ping losses will rise terribly be- 
yond the current average of 50,000 
to 60,000 tons a week. There are 
indications that the rise has started 
already, : 

No Convoys. 


URTHERMORE, even when 

convoys slip safely through, 

war conditions sharply reduce 
the serviceability of every ton of 
shipping. Under the convoy sys- 
tem, ships must collect in port until 
from 15 to 60 are ready to sail, 
and then proceed across the ocean 
at the speed of the slowest. Thus 
the amount of goods the average 
vessel can carry in a given time is 
cut in half. The shipping accident 
rate is very high in the wartime 
blackout, and repairs are slow with 
every shipyArd jammed with work. 
And the Mediterranean campaign 
is a cruel additional strain, since 
the ships supplying the Greeks and 
the British army in Africa cannot 
risk the run through Gibraltar, 
and must make the immense de- 
tour around Africa and up through 
the Suez Canal. 

Finally, because the Germans 
command the Channel, all ships 
bringing goods to Britain must 
dock at the five west coast ports, 
Glasgow, Liverpool, Bristol, Cardiff 
and Swansea, Of these, Glasgow, 
alone is untouched. At the others, 
the harbor facilities are already 
badly battered. With the German 
air attack growing stronger, it will 
become more and more difficult to 
land: the goods from the convoys 
that get through, and thus new de- 
lays will still further reduce 
shipping efficiencyy 

In short, although Britain still 
has close to 20,000,000 tons of mer- 
chant shipping available, her re- 
sources are even now strained to 
the utmost. Despite the rumors to 
the contrary, there is no sign here 
of any intention to aid the British 
by sending American warships on 
convoy duty. But there can be lit-

Landis disclosed last night he had rescinded a ruling which prevented 
major league clubs from sending purchased players back to the minors 


without first obtaining waivers. 


Commissioner Landis said he 
hadn’t changed his mind about the 
rule, but rescinded it “to correct 
something I overlooked”—the fact 
that many clubs. had purchased 
players with the expectation that 
they could be optioned out for 
three years without waivers. 

The commissioner said he would 
recommend that legislation embody- 
ing the same provision as his recent 
order be adopted at the baseball 
rules meeting in St. Petersburg, 
March 17, to govern future opera- 
tions and give purchased players 
the same protection as drafted play- 
ers. 

Landis explained that he sought 
by his ruling to correct an injus- 
tice to young purchased players 
who could be farmed out to the 
minors for three years without get- 
ting a chance with another major 
league club. whereas a _ drafted 


player could not be sent back down 
the ladder without waivers being 
—— from other major league 
clubs, giving him a chance to re- 
main in the big leagues. 

However, the commissioner said 
he realized that because many club 
owners had purchased players since 
last season with the expectation 


minors without waivers, enforce- 
ment of the waiver requirement 
would work a hardship at the pres- 
ent and he would drop it for the 
time being. 

At St. Petersburg, President Sam 
Breadon of the St. Louis Cardinals 
expressed gratification at Landis’ 
action. He said the Cardinals and 
other clubs had made arrangements 
with the expectation that the old 
rule would be in effect, and that 
the waiver requirement would have 
worked a hardship.

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CINCINNATI! SCHOOL STRIKE 
SETTLED, CLASSES RESUMED 


CINCINNATI, March 10 (AP).— 
Back to school today went 60,000 


children here after a settlement of 
a strike of firemen and engineers 
which closed the schools Thursday 
and Friday. 

A “gentlemen’s agreement” 
reached yesterday, provides that the 
firemen and engineers will receive 
an additional two weeks of work 
during the year plus one week’s ad- 
ditional pay to compensate for 
early-morning work on the furnaces 
before their work day is scheduled 
to start. 

Negotiations left unsettled the 
basic issue of’ the firemen’s and 
oilers’ wage dispute, pay increases. 
These, it was said, would be sought 
from the school board later.

1. No food goes directly or in- 
directly to the Germans, If the 
Germans furnish their part of the 
supplies, it will amount to more 
food values sent into Belgium than 
they could possibly have taken from 
Belgium, or fed to their own army.

2. It would, in fact, increase their 
transportation burdens by the 
amount of imports. 

3. If the guarantees and contri- 
bution of food from the Germans 
are not carried out, then the whole 
operation ‘would be at once with- 
drawn. If the guarantees are vio- 
lated, then the time by which the 
war could possibly be extended can 
be measured. The maximum bene- 
fit Germany could obtain would be 
seizure of the imported stocks—and 
those on hand at any time in Bel- 
gium would not feed Germany for 
one whole day. 

4. It would not be furnishing 
food to persons working for the 
Germans, since it is limited to the 
destitute (and thus necessarily the 
unemployed) and to children. 

5. It would not be using ships 
otherwise available for the British. 
6. The plan could result in no 
military loss to the British, or mili- 
tary gain to the Germans. Gen. 
John J. Pershing said on Feb. 16, 
“There is no doubt millions are in 
jeopardy unless they are given aid 
from somewhere. From my own 
war experience and some knowledge 
of problems involved, I have every 
confidence that the salvation of 
these people can be worked out 
along the lines proposed by Mr. 
Hoover, without militarys loss or 


benefit to either side. The interest 
of this committee in maintaining 
American ideals and the friendship 
to America of those nations, by} 
saving these millions, is worthy of 
every support.” 

Pratt’s Views. 


Admiral William V. Pratt, who 
dealt with the blockade in the last 
war and long commanded the 
United States fleet, also said: “I 
have no hesitation in saying that 
this aid can be given under Mr.

N trying to find a fair answer 
| to the situation described in a 

letter from a stepmother, I am 
inclined to the belief that her un- 
doubtedly good intentions are ham- 
pered by lack of that rarest as 
well as most beautiful of qualities, 
a perfect sense of proportion. In 
short, I think she is perhaps ex- 
pecting too much of her stepdaugh- 
ter. To quote her letter: 

“I am my husband’s second wife, 
his first wife having died six years 
ago. He has a grown son and 
daughter, both married, both hav- 
ing children and living out of 
town. Both have come home for 
visits with their families several 
times during the two years that 
their father and I have been mar- 
ried. My stepson and stepdaughter 
do not treat me badly nor do they 
allow their children to be rude, but 
none of them show me very much 
feeling. For instance, whenever 
they come home they all bring 


presents for my husband and never 
have the least little thing for me. 
They always write to him and once 
in a great while the son will send 
a message to me, but the daughter, 
never.

have tried to do everything I knew 
to make their homecomings pleas- 
ant, but I’m beginning not to care 
whether they are so specially 
pleased or not.

To answer this letter frankly, I 
am wondering just what there can 
be to speak about.

AMB, veal, pork and beef 
L brains are all edible and con- 
sidered by many to be a great 
delicacy. This meat specialty does 
not keep well, however, and should 
be used soon after purchasing. If 
this isn’t possible, the brains need 
to be soaked in cold water, mem- 
brane removed and pre-cooked or 
simmered in acidulated water (one 
tablespoon lemon juice or vinegar 
and one teaspoon salt per quart of 
water) for 15 minutes. The acid 
in the water helps to keep the 
brains white and gives them a firm- 
er texture. The par-boiled brains 
may safely be stored in the re- 
frigerator, if tightly covered. After 
pre-cooking, brains may be scram- 
bled with eggs, served in seasoned 
sauces, in salads, broiled, or made 
into croquettes. We recommend 
croquettes as the crisp crust is 
a delightful contrast with the soft 
texture of the brains. 
Brain Croquettes. 
One pound brains, two table- 
spoons butter, two tablespoons 


flour, one cup milk, one teaspoon 
salt, few grains pepper, one tea- 
spoon ground sage, one teaspoon 
thyme, two teaspoons chopped 
parsley, one egg, beaten, two ta- 
blespoons milk, sifted bread 
crumbs. 

Soak brains one hour in cold 
water, wash thoroughly, and re- 
move membrane, Drain, simmer 
for 15 minytes in water to which 
one teaspoon of salt and one ta- 
blespoon vinegar or lemon juice 
have been added for each quart 
of water. Drain and cool in cold

West, seeing no reason to “pump” 
the declarer, returned a spade, and 
eventually declarer lost three heart 
tricks for a penalty of 200 points. 

Shrewd card placing from the 
bidding, would have made this 
contract easy. South should have 
known that it was almost certain 
that West held the heart ace over 
his king. Having already lost a 
diamond, three heart losers in 
themselves would defeat him, re- 
gardliess of the location of the 
spade queen. Thus, his one chance 
was to get rid of a heart in some 
fashion, and the only method of- 
fering hope was to /play for a so- 
called “dummy-reversal.” 

After ruffing the second dia- 
mond, South should have led to 
dummy’s nine of ‘spades... This 
would be a forced finesse, part and 
parcel of the dummy-reversal plan. 
If the nine held, a third round of 
diamonds should be ruffed, the club 
10 used as entry, and the fourth 
diamond ruffed. The spade king 
then should be laid down, and 
dummy’s club jack used as entry 
for the cashing of the spade ace, 
which would draw the last ad- 
verse trump. On this South would 
discard a heart, then would over- 
take the club king in order to cash 
his fourth club.

having quite a time of it lately. 
Postal problem No. 1 is this busi- 
ness of duplicated street names 
which has been receiving much 
publicity, since St. Louts Postoffice 
officials made a survey and discov- 
ered that 390 street names are used 
at least twice and sometimes as 
many as nine times in St. Louis, 
city and county. 

Just to give you an idea, there 
are four Allen avenues, plus an 
Allen place, four Arthur avenues, 
three Bells, three Carrswold drives, 
five Central avenues, four Cherry 
avenues and a Cherry lane, three 
Clara avenues, five College avenues, 
one Evans avenue in St. Louis, one 
in Brentwood, one in Kirkwood, and 
two in unincorporated areas; 4a 
Grant place, street, road and two 
drives; seven Lee avenues, a Lewis 
avenue, Lewis street and two Lewis 
places; six Linden avenues, seven 
Maple avenues and two Maple 
places, three Park avenues, two 
Park drives and two Park lanes, 
four St. Louis avenues, four Scott 
avenues, a Spencer Avenue, place 
and road. 

The name “Elm”. as a_ drive, 
street, place or avenue appears 
seven times. There is no Stratford- 
on-Avon, but there is a Stratford 
avenue in Clayton, University City, 
St. Louis, and an unincorporated 
part of the county, and a Stratford 
lane in Brentwood. There are four 
Thomas avenues, three Virginia 
avenues, a Windsor lane, place and 
parkway, and four Yale avenues. 

A slight lack of originality is in- 
dicated in the street names which 
are derivatives of Hill, such as 
Hillchester, Hillcrest, Hiller, Hill- 
side, Hillside drive, Hills terrace, 
Hill drive, Hill Dale avenue, Hills- 
land avenue, Hilltop drive, and 
Hilivale avenue. In at least one 
of these instances we happen to 
know that the street is as flat as 
the Western plains, not a hill for 
blocks around. 

There is a tendency for city 
dwellers to blame the county 
dwellers as copy cats, for in many 
cases people moving out to the 
county adopted a street name from 
the city, but in other cases the 
county name is as old as the city, 
as is the case with Lucas avenue, 
and Lucas and Hunt road. Then 
there is the Sarah street in Web- 
ster Groves which was not named 
for the city Sarah street, but for 
the daughter of an early founder. 

To push mailmen a/‘little further 
toward the brink of despair, there 
are five 300 blocks on Big Bend, 
since there is a Big Bend boule- 
vard, North; Big Bend Boulevard, 
South; an East Big Bend road, and 
a West Big Bend road. Thus a 
letter addressed merely to 300 Big 
Bend could go to Maplewood, Kirk- 
wood, Webster Groves, Shrewsbury 
or Richmond Heights.

lem and make a special trip to all 
possible locations. When letters 
come into the postoffice they are 
assorted into 27 separations, each 
one representing about 40 carriers. 
Thus if a letter bears an address 
that can be found. in South St. 
Louis, Brentwood and the Cozy 
Cottage subdivision in an unincor- 
porated part of the county as well, 
there is nothing for him to do but 
close his eyes and guess. If he 
guesses wrong, the letter comes 
back and starts all over again. 

This means that many letters ar- 
rive too late to serve their purpose. 
The letter addressed to 300 Big 
Bend might arrive five days late, 
if the first four addresses tried were 
wrong. On occasions when the let- 
ter came too late, patrons have 
called up to slice off some bitter 
and reproachful pieces of their 
mind, interspersed with choice and 
colorful language. There was the 
family which was invited to a 
christening, for example. They live 
on a street which exists in several 
of the suburbs, so they received 
their invitation the day after the 
baby had been named. 


In another case a man sent his 
wife an air-mail letter telling her 
to meet him at the noon train the 
next day. His street was one of 
the duplicates, so he arrived on the 
noon train and there was no sweet, 
smiling wife to greet him. He got 
home that afternoon and so did the 
letter. Fortunately for the little 
woman it bore all the indorsements 
to show it had made the rounds, 

A business man in the 800 block 
of Big Bend receives business mail 
consistently late, and another even 
sadder example is the Case of the 
Missing Theater Tickets, which 9c- 
curred when an envelope of Muny 
Opera tickets, six dollars’ worth, 
reached their destination the morn- 
ing after they were supposed to 


‘have been used. The addressee still 


wants the Postoffice to refund his 
money, holding that they should 
have sent the letter to both ad- 
dresses, even though the two possi- 
ble location are at oppoatte ends of 
town. 

Some groups — citizens, irked 
once too often by the state of af- 
fairs, have gotten together. to 
change their street names, There 
have been 17 changes in the last 
year or two, the latest being Wash 
street, which was changed to Cole 
street, because so many people, par- 
ticularly out-of-towners, address 
letters to Washington avenue by 
the abbreviation “Wash.,” and there 
have been numerous instances of 
letters batting about Wash street 
when they should have gone to 
Washington, There has been a more 
recent request to change the name

If a street name is to be changed 
in the city there is a set petition 
to sign and submit to the Board of 
Aldermen. In the county the peti- 
tion is. circulated and submitted to 
the St. Louis County Clerk. The 
majority of property owners de- 
cide the name. The Postoffice has 
nothing to do with changing the 
name; they can only suggest and 
recommend. But Postmaster W. 
Rufus Jackson has been sendinig 
letters to county and city newspa- 
pers, civic organizations, realtors, 
architects and business houses, to 
enlist co-operation, and arouse per- 
ple to the need of name changing. 


Like the Public Library which 
will name your baby for you, the 
Postoffice will send out a list of ap- 
proved names, that is, names that 
have not been used before, if you're 
interested in changing your street 
name, We hate to give the Post- 
office away like this but, in spite 
of all their talk of duplication, they 
lift the suggested names from other 
cities. They have a big book of 
street names from other towns and 
cities all over the country for that 
purpose. 

“You can have any kind.of name 
you want,” said a Postoffice em- 
ploye. “We get requests for In- 
dian names, Greek names, names 
of boys or girls, names of Texts 
towns for Texans who like to feel 
some link of home. French names, 
Spanish names, whatever they 
want.” .

The others, the 
mentally and physically unfit, must 
be selected by the school authori- 
ties, their condition carefully as- 
certained by experts, and _ their

It calls for adjustments in 
thinking, in home organization 
and practice, in religious obser- 
vances and church services, in in- 
dustry, politics and law, medicine 
and education... Nothing, nobody, 
can be left out. 

The problems of school failures 
is a community, state and nation- 
al problem. We have to recognize 
that every failure takes its toll 
from the national backlog of suc- 
cess. Every failure costs each one 
of us something precious—money, 
time, security and peace. We 
must, for our Own sakes, count 
each child and watch him through 
his youth to responsible maturity. 

Boys and girls who are clearly 
defective, who indicate plainly 
their inability to live in the life 
of the community, should become 


the charges. of the government to | 


be protected, sheltered, provided 
with work and recreation accord- 
ing to their needs, and their con- 
tributions to the wrong side of the 
balance minimized as far as pos- 
sible. It is useless to segregate 
them in school for a term of years 
and then turn them loose, help- 
less, to drift into trouble, to be 
used. by unscrupulous people, to 
bring sorrow to their families and 
grief to their communities. 

The other children are the prob- 
lems of the schools, and their ed- 
ucation, direction and guidance 
through to their entrance into the 
life of the community should be 
the school’s responsibility, and no 
failures allowed. That means ad- 
justments, which are much need- 


ed, in the educational scheme.
